LEWIS IS THE MAIN BARRIER 
TO PEACE IN LABOR SAYS 
PRESIDENT WILLIAM GREEN 


Tells New York State Federation of Labor 
Convention that the Head of the CIO Is Responsible 
For the Split in Organized Labor’s Forces 


Responsibility for the division 
and strife in the family of organ- 
ized labor was positively and spe- 
cifically placed on John L. Lewis, 
president of the congress of indus- 
trial organizations, by William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, in a convinc- 
ing and unanswerable speech be- 
fore the sixty-sixth annual conven- 
tion of the New York State Feder- 
ation of Labor. 


Mr. Green recounted the history 
of the controversy which was 
started by Lewis in 19385 when he 
and other rebels against demo- 
cratic procedure in the govern- 
ment of the American Federation 
of Labor set up the committee for 
industrial organization (now the 
congress of industrial organiza- 
tions) for the avowed purpose of 
making effective a policy, support- 
ed by Lewis and his associates, 
which was overwhelmingly de- 
feated by the delegates to the 1935 
A. F. of L. convention. Then, after 
outlining the various efforts to 
settle the controversy he recalled 
Mr. Lewis’ recently announced 
scheme to establish CIO building 
trades unions in opposition to the 
A. F. of L. building trades unions 
united in the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Department of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

“Red-blooded men and women 
of this convention, will you ever 
allow that condition to prevail?” 
he asked.

A. F. of L. Must Retain 
Its Leadership 

Mr. Green said the federation 


was ready to fight to maintain its 
leadership of labor and its right to 
lead the organized workers of New 
York state. 


“I assert as the spokesman of 
5,000,000 working men and women 
that we will share with no other 
group the right to speak for labor 
in this commonwealth,” Mr. Green 
said. 


“IT urge the leaders of this great 
movement to refuse at any time to 
modify this position. Stand solidly 
for it and never agree to share 
with any contending group, let it 
be a dual rival rebel movement 
dominated by one man who wants 
to share with you the right to 
speak for working men and wom- 
en in this commonwealth.” 

Mr. Green, after attacking Mr. 
Lewis for seeking to rule labor and 
thereby causing the division, said 
he would rather quit his job “than 
make one single contribution to- 
ward the division of labor into 
warring, fighting, hating camps.” 
A. F. of L. Will 
Not Be Liquidated 

In citing Mr. Lewis’ suggestion 
for the liquidation of both groups, 
Mr. Green said the A. F. of L. was 
fifty-nine years old while the CIO 
has not yet discarded its swaddling 
clothes.” 

“The significant feature of that 
proposal was this,” he said. “We

“We will re-establish solidarity 
and unity if they will come back, 
but I declare now again with all 
the power at my command that 
this movement founded by Gomp- 
ers and his associates which is now 
a part of the institutional life of 
the nation, I declare to you that 
never will the American Federa- 
tion of Labor be liquidated by any- 
body. 

A Union Splitter Is the 
Enemy of Labor 

“IT say to you that it is a very 
serious thing for any man to split 
the labor movement. Our chief 
asset and strength lies in solidarity 
and unity. We purchased that doc- 
trine seventy-five years ago. What 
do you think? Do you think a 
man is a friend of labor that would 
lead a movement that splits us 
asunder? Can you classify him as 
a real friend of labor? What do 
you think of any one who divides 
you, who weakens you, who strikes 
a blow at your heart? Can you 
classify him as a friend? 

“I put him just in about the 
same classification as the hostile 
employer who has been fighting us 
for three-quarters of a century. A 
man conscious of his responsibility 
ought to go the limit in order to 
preserve peace and unity and 
solidarity. Never do a thing to

Non-Union Workers Warned it Is a Violation 
Of the Labor Code to Falsely Use the 
Insignia of a Labor Union

Due to an oversight or carelessness of certain local unions in 
protecting their “union working buttons’ from going into hands 
of non-union workers, brought the following letter from Frank 
C. MacDonald, general president of the California State Build- 
ing and Construction Trades Council this week: 

“T regret to advise that care-<@——____________ 


less and in numerous instances 
fraudulent issuance of union 
buttons has enabled a number 


of non-union workers to wear 
union buttons, masquerade as 
union men and work on union jobs. 
Such occurrences must be stopped. 
The laws of the state of California 
dealing with the matter of union 
buttons and cards reads as follows: 
“‘*General laws 3101. Any person 
who shall wilfully wear the button 
of any labor union of this state un- 
less entitled to wear such botton 
under the rules of such union shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be punished 
by imprisonment for a term not to 
exceed twenty days in the county 
jail, or by a fine not to exceed $20, 
or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment.’ 
“Tabor code 1016. Any per- 
son who wilfully uses or dis- 
plays the genuine label, trade 


mark, insignia, seal, device, or 
other form of advertisement of 
any association or labor union, 
in any manner not authorized 
by such association or labor 
organization, or not in con- 
formity with the by-laws there- 
of, is guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100, or imprisonment 
for not more than _ three 
months, or both.’ 


“Tabor code 1017. Any person 
who wilfully uses the card of any 
labor union to obtain aid, assist- 
ance, or employment, unless en- 
titled to use such card under the 
rules and regulations of a labor 
union within the state is guilty of 
a misdemeanor’.” 


The greatest of care must be ex- 
ercised by members and officers of 
unions which use buttons to make 
sure that only members are given 
buttons, MacDonald said.

While 
not much is reported out of the 
joint committee, due to the type of 
business of this committee, the 
brothers can rest assured that their 
interests are fully protected and 
much has been accomplished for 
the betterment of both parties to 
the agreement.

Facing the Facts 


with PHILIP PEARL 


So many things have been happening in the past week that we’ve had 
to do a lot of traveling between Washington, Atlantic City and New 
York to keep up with them. 

From Atlantic City came the best news in a long while. That is not 
only our own characterization but also the considered opinion of the 
press and public. We refer, of course, to the far-reaching and progres- 
sive plan adopted by the executive council of the Building and Construc- 
tion Trades Department of the American Federation of Labor for ban- 
ishing all jurisdictional strikes in the construction industry. 

No greater step could be taken by organized labor in the self-deter- 
mination of its own problems. Henceforth it is provided that jurisdic- 
tional disputes will be settled without any interruption of work. 

This step was haled by the executive council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, meeting in Atlantic City, as a spur to construction 
activity and a boon to labor, business and the public alike. John Coyne, 
newly elected president of the building and construction trades depart- 
ment, declared it automatically turned on the green light on the road 
to recovery. Mayor La Guardia of New York city said he was immedi- 
ately preparing to rush twenty-five million dollars worth of home con- 
struction. 

Our hats are off to President Coyne and his colleagues in the build- 
ing and construction trades department. President Coyne certainly has 
started off his administration auspiciously. More power to him. He can 
count on all of organized labor to help him. 

THE BOYS ARE MARCHING 

Fifth avenue on a hot Saturday afternoon in New York is usually a 
quiet place. All the shops are closed. Most of the crowds are away 
cooling off at the beach. Traffic is light. 

But not so last Saturday. 

The greatest parade in labor’s history made Fifth avenue echo with 
the tramping feet of labor’s hosts and the resounding cheers of 150,000 
working men and women as they hailed the president of the American 
Federation of Labor, William Green. 

President Green marched himself at the head of the parade, all the 
way from 15th to 55th streets and then stood for hours under a broiling 
sun on the reviewing stand to salute the happy ranks of shirtsleeved 
marchers. 

There were bands, and floats and flags and banners galore and 
celebrities were forever having difficulty in getting out of each other’s 
way, but the thing that impressed us most was the glowing face of 
President Green as he stood there responding to the tributes of his own 
people. To a man who for so many years has been carrying the burs 
dens and the problems of American workers on his shoulders through 
times of peace and times of stress, the convincing demonstration of 
loyalty must have lightened the load and given him new inspiration to 
carry on with undiminished vigor. 

While we’re on the subject of impressions, the public officials of New 
York city and New York state must have gone away from the parade 
with a pretty good idea of the strength and the power and the spirit 
of the American Federation of Labor. No other labor organization in 
the world, let alone the United States, can show so many workers in so 
many fields united in a common cause. 

A STATE CONGRESS OF LABOR 

A few days later, New York labor demonstrated that it can not only 
march but deliberate. The 76th annual convention of the New York 
State Federation of Labor convened at the Hotel Commodore with more 
than 800 delegates in attendance. It was truly a great state congress of 
labor. 

In addressing this convention, President Green emphasized the fact 
that the American Federation of Labor stands for labor peace and unity. 
He pointed to the repeated efforts made by the federation to avoid a 
breach and to its unceasing attempts since the formation of the CIO to 
bring it back into the fold of the A. F. of L. Without hesitation, he 
placed full and complete responsibility for failure to achieve peace 
where it belongs—on the leader of the CIO, John L. Lewis. 

Referring to Lewis’ recent pronouncement that peace was “impos- 
sible” and to his further move to raid the building trades unions, Presi- 
dent Green asked the delegates directly: 

“Will you red-blooded men and women permit anything like that to 
happen?” 

The answer was a deafening “No!” 

It seems to us that the public officials of this country who are friends 
of labor and who earnestly and sincerely desire to see labor re-united in 
the interests of progress should by this time see the light. It is no longer 
sufficient for them to issue pious expressions of their hope for peace. 
The time has come when they must, even if it is uncomfortable, take 
the realities of the situation into account and admit that John L. Lewis 
alone is blocking peace. Any other course in the light of the present 
situation could have no other effect than to confuse the public mind 
and strengthen Lewis in his determination to prevent peace. The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor is resolved not to let Lewis get away with it. 
The officials of our country must do the same if they are sincere.

With flags and banners flying, 
150,000 working men and women 
marched up Fifth avenue, on Au- 
gust 12, in the greatest parade in 
labor’s history—a tremendous dem- 
onstration of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor’s strength and its 
devotion to democracy. 


The parade, staged by the New 
York State Federation of Labor as 
a@ curtain raiser for its 86th annual 
convention, startled even  blase 
New Yorkers by its size, greatness 
and color. 


The procession, ied by President 
Thomas J. Lyons of the New York 
City central trades and labor coun- 
cil, with President William Green, 
members of the A. F. of L. execu- 
tive council, President George 
Meany of the state federation of 
labor and other important officials 
marching behind him, extended 
from 15th street to 55th street. It 
began at 10 a. m. and lasted long 
after dark until 10 p. m. before all 
the enthusiastic marchers could 
pass the reviewing stand on the 
steps of the public library at 42nd 
street. 

After marching the full distance, 
President Green returned to the 
reviewing stand to review the 
pageant. The vociferous cheers 
from each unit in the parade as 
they passed by the reviewing stand 
and their shouts of “Hurray for 
Bill” constituted a tremendous 
public demonstration of the loy- 
alty of the nation’s workers to the 
president of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. . 

It was a “shirtsleeve” parade. 
Most of the marchers were dressed 
informally, some in their working 
clothes. Nevertheless there was no 
lack of color as the thousands of 
locals participating vied with each 
other in seeking to produce the 
most striking floats and exhibi- 
tions of their various types of 
work. 

An impressive feature of the pa- 
rade was the participation of more 
than a thousand heavy trucks

American Federation of Labor, in 
an address before the seventy-sixth 
annual convention of the New 
York State Federation of Labor. 
As an outstanding example of the 
hazards concealed in regulating 
labor relations by statute law, Mr. 
Woll cited the menace to trade 
unions that has resulted from the 
maladministration of the national 
labor relations act. 


In discussing the tendency of 
labor to lean on the government, 
Mr. Woll said: 


“The danger first of all is that 
statute enactments or _ congres- 
sional enactments designed to clar- 
ify the rights of labor intended toa 
safeguard and protect the rights 
of labor may be interpreted and 
may be administered as a means 
of regulating and controlling the 
conduct of labor, 


“As evidence of that danger. I 
call your attention to that which 
has been transpiring under the ad- 
ministration of the national labor 
relations act, an act designed pri- 
marily to set out clearly, fully and 
justly the rights of labor and to 
safeguard those rights, to prevent 
intrusion of those rights on the 
part of employers, but not to con- 
trol or to regulate or to shape or 
to formulate the character of trade 
union organizations that might 
survive or that might function 
within our industrial life. 


“Yet that very purpose is now 
sought to be accomplished—under 
the national labor relations act it 
is sought to determine the char- 
acter of organization that the wage 
earners shall adhere to, determined 
not by wage earners but by those 
exercising that great authority of 
government given to them by rea- 
son of the national labor relations 
act. 


“And herein lies the great con- 
flict as to the existence of that law 
and its administration, the danger 
of rights clearly defined being so 
interpreted and being so adminis- 
tered as to rule, to control, to reg- 
ulate the trade unions and their 
activities and their conduct. 


“Again, time will not permit of 
analyzing the varying situations 
reached, to indicate clearly the 
truth and the validity of the state- 
ments that I have presented to 
you. Hence the necessity of care- 
ful consideration of all that is in- 
volved and collective action on the

Plan to End Jurisdictional Strikes 
In Building Trades Praised by Coyne 


New President of A. F. of L. Building and Construction 
Trades Department Says Understanding with Associated 
Contractors Will Provide Jobs for Many Thousands 


Word on approximately 300 build- 
ing jobs employing between 15,000 
and 20,000 men held up by jurisdic- 
tional disputes was resumed on Au- 
gust 12, in accordance with an or- 
der issued by John P. Coyne, newly 
elected president of the Building 
and Construction Trades Depart- 
ment of the American Federation 
of Labor, acting under instruc- 
tions of its executive council. 


Mr. Coyne’s order was issued in 
connection with the understanding 
reached between the _ executive 
council of the department and the 
Associated General Contractors of 
America providing that jurisdic- 
tional disputes should be referred 
to Mr. Coyne for adjustment with- 
out suspension of work. 


Asserting that more jobs would 
be resumed within the next few 
days, Mr. Coyne said that inas- 
much as four men are required to 
supply material for each man at 
work on the site, the return-to- 
work order meant employment for 
from 60,000 to 80,000 men of other 
trades. 


The agreement to send all dis- 
putes to him for decision with 
work continuing while the cases 
are under consideration, was wired 
to all centers, and the response, 
Mr. Coyne asserted, was ‘splen- 
did.” 

“If, as I believe, we have cleaned 
up the immediate situation, and 
cleared the way for a permanent 
cure of the evil, it is the most pro- 
gressive step made in the building 
and construction industry in the 
history of the department,” he de- 
clared. 

“This is not the time to attempt 
to fix blames for these strikes. The 
truth is that they are what might 
properly be called a by-product of 
technical progress that has given

“Men whose work was modified 
or replaced by the new methods 
very naturally sought to secure the 
new work; others with whose work 
the new was closely related as nat- 
urally sought the new work.

The contractors 
have further agreed to respect our 
decisions and enforce them on 
their members.

We have been working on them for 
two years or more; so have the 
contractors. Ancient prejudices had 
to be broken down; a spirit of co~ 
operation developed. That we have 
succeeded is a tribute to patience 
and persistency.” 


35 CENT HOURLY SHOE 
INDUSTRY WAGE URGED 


Industry Committee No. 6, under 
the fair labor standards act, voted 
unanimously to recommend a min- 
imum wage of 35 cents an hour for 
shoe manufacturing and allied in- 
dustries to Administrator Elmer 
F. Andrews of the wage and hour 
division, U. S. department of labor. 
Spokesmen for the wage and 
hour division said that should this 
rate be approved by the adminis- 
trator after a public hearing in 
which interested parties may ap- 
pear in support of or opposition to 
the proposal, it would increase the 
hourly wage rates of approximately 
60,000 workers in the periods of 
average production.

Work Stoppages Caused by 
Jurisdiction Disputes Ended 


President Coyne of A. F. of L. Building and 
Construction Trades Department Is Given 
Authority to Settle Controversies 


Work stoppages developing from 
jurisdictional disputes in the build- 
ing trades unions affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor 
were definitely ended as the result 
of an understanding reached in 
Atlantic City, N. J., between the 
executive council of the Building 
and Construction Trades Depart- 
ment of the American Federation 
of Labor and the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of America. 


John P. Coyne, chairman of the 
board of trustees of the interna- 
tional union of operating engineers, 
who was elected president of the 
building and construction trades 
department to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Joseph A. 
McInery, said that telegrams had 
been sent to unions of 300 con- 
struction jobs to return from 15,000 
to 20,000 men to work. 


The understanding stipulates 
that jurisdictional disputes are to 
be referred to Mr. Coyne for ad- 
judication and the union in pos- 
session of the work at the time the 
dispute arises will continue at work 
pending an appeal to him. 


In a statement announcing the 
finalizing of an “understanding 
with a committee representing 
Associated General Contractors of 
America for the ending of all stop- 
pages of work due to jurisdictional 
disputes,” the executive council of 
the building and construction 
trades department said:

Constructive Remedies for Unemployment 


Organized labor in Scotland is confronted with the same 
anomaly that appears in all industrial countries—more jobless 
workers despite increased industrial activity, which is undoubt- 
edly caused, in part at least, by the constant installation of 
machinery that displaces workers and enables those who retain 
their jobs to increase their output. 


To meet this problem in a constructive way, the Scottish 
trades union congress at its last annual conference held at 
Rothesay, Scotland, urged the immediate shortening of the work 
week and a large increase of products and services having 


recognized social values, 


On the subject of the forty hours’ week, the congress said: 


“That this congress, in view of the latest increase in the 
unemployment figures and the general intensification which has 
characterized all forms of production in industry, instructs the 
general council to take immediate steps to influence the govern- 
ment to bring into being the forty hours’ week on a national 
basis without reduction in wages, together with the most drastic 


restriction and regulation of overtime.”
